Russia Protests Tribunal’s — 
i Acquitting Thre 
REGRET VOICED 
AT ACQUITTAL OF 
PAPEN 


Members of High Command 
Styled as Willing Tools — 


Nuernberg, Oct. 1—(AP)— The International War Crimes 
Tribunal today decreed death on the gallows for 12 leaders of the 
Adolf Hitler gang, sentenced seven to prison, and — with Russia 
Gissenting — acquitted three defendants. 

The court, after sentencing to death Hermann Goering, Joachim 
von Ribbentrop and 10 other Nazi henchmen, announced that Russia 
had protested against the tribunal's acquittal of Franz von Papen, 
Hjalmar Schacht and Hans Fritsche. The Soviet judge, Maj.-Gen. 
L T. Nikitchenko, also protested that Rudolf Hess should have been 
hanged instead of receiving the life imprisonment sentence the court 
handed him, and objected to yesterday's acquittal of the general staff} 
and high command.

Behiacht and Von Papen and to decline to declare the criminality of 
the general staff.” He said in 2 formal statement that “the effect of 
these acquittals on the further prosecution of industrialists and 
militarists which have been planned will have to be studied from 
the text of the opinion.” z

Electricity as a cause 
was given in 468 fires with the greatest 
known loss attributed to any.one source. 
339 of the buildings affected were unrodded 
‘and 22 rodded, before 1922. Stoves and fur- 
names were blamed in 206 fires with the 
‘} total loss placed at $123,320. Petroleum 
~ and its products are listed as having caused 

173 fires and eys and flues with 91 

fires (loss $21,637). Hot ashes, coal and 
: open fires were given as causes in 95 cases. 

Spontaneous combustion was credited 
with fires in two barns and in all 25 other 
cases. * ; , ; 

Of course there were mescellancous fires 
numbering 207 anda very large number of 
641, where cause was unknown: In this Tast 
category the loss was $1,419,783. 

It may be wondered what were the build- 
ings burned or damaged by fire. Here are 
the figures of the Fire Marshal: , 

Brick dwellings, protected, 1,285 fires; 

-*frame dwellings, protected, 1,454; frame 
and brick buildings, unprotected, 205; farm 
risks, 416; churches, 12; hospitals and san-

Although there {s still a lot 
of fresh vegetables on the mar- 
ket stalls and in the stores, po- 
tatoes, which were more or less 
forgotten or neglected the past 
months, are creeping up on us 
again.

Melt fat in soup kettle, 
onion and cook 5 minutes without 
browning. Add potatoes, car- 
rots and water ,cook till veget- 
ables are tender, add seasonings. 
Blend flour with melted fat, add 
hot milk.. Add to vegetables and 
cook “three minutes longer or 
until slightly thickened. Garnish 
with chopped parsley if desired.
